8 Satellites 
Ride Titan 
Into Space

CAPE KENNEDY, P]a. (AP) 


—Eight satellites, including sev- 
en to speed secret military mes- 
sages between Washington, Sai- 
gon and other strategic points, 
rode a mighty Titan 3 rocket 
today toward lofty outposts in 
space. 


The 12-story-tall Titan- most 


powerful booster in the Defense 
Department arsenal — blasted 
off on its fourth test flight at 
9 a.m. EST. 


Six. hours later, the satellites 


were scheduled to zip into ran- 
dom circular orbits 21,000 miles 
above the equator, forming a 
jam-proof communications net- 
work in the skies. 


Five U.S. Army ground ter- 


minals stood ready around the 
world to nlay military test traf- 
fic througft the orbiting vehi- 
cles. 


The seven 
communications 


satellites—each capable of link- 
ing ground stations up to 10,350 
,miles apart—were built to car- 
ry messages between Washing- 
tot! and Viet Nam. Land lines 
and undersea cables are vul- 
ner^Mefto sabotage and raturai 
interruption.

The flimsy screen that covered 
the Laotian scene, giving it an 
apparent internal political and 
military stability, has cracked 
recently. 


Although on a far smaller 


scale, there is some similarity 
with

South Viet Nam. Both countries 
are threatened by Communist 
aggression. 


Laotian generals seem to con- 


centrate more on strengthening 
their own personal interests 
than on containing the Commu- 
ist Pathet Lao. 


The United States is deeply 


committed and faces the dilem- 
ma of perpetual quarrels among 
generals whom it supports. 


Last month, exasperated gen- 


erals of the Vientiane high com- 
mand, led by Ouane Rattijoun, 
Kouprasith Ahay and Oudorn 
Sannanikone, demanded the re- 
moval of Brig. Gen. Thao Ma as, 
head of the Laotian air force. 


The generals accused Thao

The United States provided 


his fledgling air force a substan- 
tial number of T28s, fighter 
bombers driven by propellers. 


Best estimates are that the 


Laotian air force has at least 50 
of these planes which are serv- 
iced — or substituted in case o$ 
loss — at the nearby Udorn, 
American airbase in Thailand. 


Thao Ma personally led mis- 


sions — almost daily — in bom- 
barding 
Communist 
supply 


routes that lead into South Viet 
Nam via Laps. 


The Vientiane generals com- 


plained that Thao Ma, confident 
of American support, repeatedly 
refused to execute orders of the 
high command. Some field com- 
manders even accused Thao Ma 
of refusing to give air support to 
their troops when they engaged 
the Pathet Lao. In other words, 
the generals charged that Thao 
Ma behaved according to his 
whim and not in accordance 
with their needs. 


Afterwoard i twas announced 


in Vientiane that Thao Ma 
ould remain as air force chief 
but transfer his headquarters to 
this administrative capital. This 
was considered a compromise 
and as well a reversal of Sou- 
vanna's order transferring Thao 
Ma to the high command opera- 
tions. 


But Thao Ma failed to move to 


Vientaine. With the support of 
troops, he seized the Savannak- 
het airport.

(M-Mssg) 
Liquor Ration 
to Viet Nam 
GIs Slashed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


liquor ration for American mili- 
tary and civilian personnel in 
Viet Nam has been cut by more 
than one-half. 


Effective 
last 
month, 
the 


amount of alcoholic beverages 
which may be bought in pack- 
age retail outlets was reduced 
from six fifths per man per 
month, with no limit on wines, 
to three fifths per man including 
wine. 


The Pentagon said the cut- 


back, ordered by the command 
in Viet Nam, is intended to curb 
black market sales and ''further 
reduce pressures on logistical 
and security systems." 


A spokesman supplied figures 


which showed that with more 
men in Viet Nam, consumption 
of alcoholic beverages has in 
reased sharply. 


Last year Amerian military 


men and civilians in the South- 
east Asian country consumed 
460,706 cases of liquor and wine. 


By comparison, sales the first 


five months almost match the 
1965 total — 400,586 cases sold 
from last January through May.

ber of mentally; retarded by 
^ie-third'in the -next 10 to 15 
years. While help comes to the 
infant, though, he cites an 
increase in mental retardation 
in adults. The culprit: brain 
damage from auto and other 
accidents.

If not 
discovered early, these add to 
the frustrations of trying to 
cope. 


The tragedy is that the 


gross cases, such as Mongo- 
loids, get all the attention, he 
says. Help needs to go, he 
continued, to those slowed by 
environment, too. Take a child 
with an IQ of 70 out of a Balti- 
more slum, he says, put him in 
an enriched environment and 
the IQ can go up to 100, if 
there is no brain damage.

fact, the business generally 
picks up during the warmer 
months because parents often 
have more invitations to cook- 
outs and other early evening 
parties. Another big incentive 
for parents to step out more 
is the availability of good 
baby sitters who are not as 
tied down with high school or 
college activities.

War Demands 
Cut Airline 
Services 


NEW YORK (AP) - the de- 


mands of the Viet Nam war are 
forcing some of the nation's m§< 
jot aiflines to curtail passenger 
service Just as they enter their 
peak summer season. 


Accelerated military needs 


have caused delays in delivery 
of new commercial jet craft, 
leaving some airline companies 
which had planned to use the 
new jets 
without 
sufficient 


equipment. 


Eastern Air Lines said Tues- 


day it had to temporarily cancel 
about 5 per cent of all flights In 
its 102-city system a week ago 
because of delays in initial de- 
livery of 68 new jets, 


A check of a half-dozen major 


airlines showed at least one oth- 
er carrier is curtailing some 
new service and another may 
have to follow suit. 


A fourth, Pan American Air- 


ways, canceled almost two doz- 
en transatlantic 
flights 
this 


summer to divert aircraft to 
military service in Southeast 
Asia. 


A spokesman f o r United Air- 


lines said new service planned 
between New York and the area 
from Washington, D.C. to Ten- 
nessee had been indefinitely 
delayed. It was to begin Oct. 1 
but has been pushed back until 
after Jan. 1. 


Trans World Airlines may 


delay establishing some new 
routes if its promised jets don't 
arrive soon, a spokesman said. 


Officials of United and TWA 


reported the Boeing Co. and 
Douglas Aircraft Corp., two of 
the nation's major jet makers, 
have repeatedly delayed deliv- 
ery of new planes, blaming 
heavy military committments 
and shortage of parts. 


"They keep pushing the deliv- 


ery dates back," the United offi- 
cial said. "They said Aug. 1 and 
now they say Aug. 18." 


The TWA official said the car- 


rier has been told by Douglas 
the delay would be at leat sev- 
eral weeks.

Americans 
Going Abroad

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


record number of Americans 
plan to travel abroad this year, 
despite the drain on the U.S. 
dollar. 


This is shown by passport sta- 


tistics slated for publication 
soon, Passport issues are an 
advance indicator of foreign 
travel plans. 


The figures also indicate the 


number of overseas trips by 
U.S. officials is climbing some- 
what faster than that for Ameri- 
can tourists. Much of the in- 
creased official travel is to 
Southeast Asia. 


The White House has made 


some effort to curb foreign trav- 
el by officials and to encourage 
U.S. citizens to see America 
first. However, the President's 
daughter, Lynda Johnson, is 
among many intending a trip 
abroad. She is scheduled to 
leave for Europe shortly, 


Spending by Americans over- 


seas is one of the headaches for 
U.S. authorities worried about 
the gold outflow. In 1965 a 
record 2.5 million citizens went 
abroad, not counting those who 
just crossed the border to Cana- 
da or Mexico. 


In dollar spending terms the 


1965 U-S. travel deficit amount- 
ed to $1.8 billion. This year's 
total may top $2 billion. 


The Passport Office statistics 


cover issuances of new pass- 
ports and renewal of old ones 
during the first quarter of this 
year. 


In January through March, 


364,701 passports were issued or 
renewed. This is 14.3 per cent 
above the 318,932 passports for 
the same period of 1965. 


Official passports .issued in 


January-March of this year 
were included in this figure. 
They totaled 57,251, 17.6 per 
cent over the like 1965 period.

Medical Societies Aid 


^pA 
In Locating Specialists

I still get many letters ask- 


ing me to recommend a sur- 
geon who does a specific type 
of operation or some other 
type of specialist in -various 
parts of the country. Since 
this column is not a proper 
place for answers to that type 
of question, I would suggest 
that you get that kind of in- 
formation from your county 
m e d i c a l society. Although 
they are not allowed to fur- 
nish you with a single name, 
they will give you two or 
three to choose f r o m and 
something about the back- 
ground of each. 


Q—My son has traumatic 


encephalopathy. Is t h i s a 
form of brain damage? Will 
it get worse as the years go 
by? 


A—This term means head- 


ache following a head injury. 
Although the headaches may 
persist for months or years, 
there is no permanent brain 
damage. The condition im- 
proves rather than worsens 
with time. 


Q—When my fifth child 


was born I was given Pitocin 
to induce labor. 
Following 


this I had a violent headache 
that lasted a month. All the 
usual remedies were of no 
a v a i l . Neosynephrine nose 
drops, however, helped me. 
What caused the headache 
and why did the nose drops 
help it? 


A — Oxytocin (Pitocin) 


c a u s e s water retention in 
some persons. If this process 
involves the brain, the exces- 
sive pressure inside the cran- 
ium would cause headache. 
S i n c e phenylephrine (Neo- 
synephrine) is a decongestant 
it shrinks the blood vessels 
in the nasal passages, includ- 
ing the sinuses. This could 
relieve some of the pressure 


in the cranium. On the other 
hand, perhaps you had sinus 
headaches. 


Q—What is h 1 s t a m i n e ? 


Would daily injections help 
headaches? 


A—Histamine is a chemical 


poison that is released from 
cells that are damaged by an 
allergic reaction. It causes di- 
lation of the blood vessels 
and large amounts acting on 
the brain increase the pres- 
sure in the cranium. This 
causes a type of headache 
called histamine headache. 


In an effort to desensitize 


victims of this disease, a se- 
ries of small injections of his- 
tamine are sometimes given. 
Although good results are ob- 
tained in some victims, this 
treatment is not universally 
successful. A drug combina- 
tion (Midrin), available only 
on a doctor's prescription, is 
often helpful for this type of 
headache. 


Q—I have been taking Pro- 


lixin for two months to relax 
colon spasms and counteract 
tension. Are there any side 
effects? Does it act as a laxa- 
tive? 


A—Fiuphenazine (Prolixin) 


is a tranquilizer. If while tak- 
ing it you have drowsiness, 
blurred vision or dryness of 
the mouth, your doctor will 
probably want to reduce the 
dosage. S i n c e the drug is 
given to relax your colon it 
will not act as a laxative, but 
the n e r v o u s tension for 
which it is given is in itself 
a powerful laxative.
